SUING JAPANESE ARMY AND IT IS FEARED THAT GEN. KURO-

Famous Explorer a Victim of 


Heart Disease 


LONDON, May 10— Sir 
Henry M. 


Stanley, Afrlran explorer, died here 
yeslerrtny morning. 


Sir Henry, who was 
attacked 
by 


pleurisy n fortnight ago, "was 'nt his 
.London residence. 
His 
illne.sfi 
was 


complicated by chronic heart trouble. 
He had been In a semi-conscious con- 
dition Hince Sunday afternoon. 


Henry Morton Stanley was born near 


Denbigh In Wales, In 1840: but 
his 


name was not Stanley. He was en- 
tered on the records of the poor house 
at St. Asaph. In 1843, as 
John Row- 


lands. 3 years old; and he stayed there 
for 10 years. 


His cousin was head of a national 


school at Mold, in Flintshire, and at 
the 
nee of 13, John Rowlands became 


a pupil-teacher 
there. 
He 
rebelled 


against the kind of work that was re- 
quired of him there, and after a year 
of it he got away to Liverpool, where 
he shipped as a cabin boy for New 
Orleans. 


At New Orleans a merchant named 


Stanley employed him, 
and 
became 


much attached to him. After a time 
he adopted the boy, and gave him the 
name be has since made famous. 


The 
kind-hearted 
merchant 
died, 


leaving no will. 
Tho 
natural 
legal 


heirs 
divided 
his 
property 
among 


themselves, and Stanley had the world 
before him. 
' 


He enlisted In the confederate ser- 


vice and was taken prisoner at the 
battle nf Pittsburg Landing. He broke 
mvay from bis guards, took to 
tho 


\vrxter, swam to safety with shots pep- 
pering around him and managed 
to 


work his way to New York. 


He worked his way back to Liver- 


pool. dropped in on his 
relatives In 


Wales. Later he tramped to Liverpool 
twain, Fhippi'd to New York, and since 
his case looked something like that of 
n deserter Inside of Dixie and an es- 
caped prisoner 
outside of it, he 
en- 


listed In the U. S. navy. 


He drifted about New York for a 


while and then he was off to Europe, 
to Turkey this time, and Smyrna, with 
hazy plans for a tramp through Asia. 
He fell among thieves before he got 
far. was stripped and tortured, and af- 
ter being vainly held for ransom was 
turned over, with his two companions, 
to the cadi on a charge of murder. 


The venturesome young man 
knew 


what to do in such an emergency, and 
was so sure of his ground as an Ameri- 
can citizen that he turned the tables 
on his persecutors and divided some 
fl!00 of his indemnity with Ms com- 
panions. His taste for Asiatic travel 
on foot was somewhat sated, however, 
and he started home again. 


He went to the far west next, as cor- 


respondent for some. Chicago papers. 


One day there was a great victory 


over the Indians, and Stanley was the 
only newspaper man within hundreds 
of miles. He rode pellmell to the near- 
est telegraph station and bulletined the 
New York Herald. 


YVhcn he returned to New York he 


was made travelins correspondent of 
the Herald and joined Napier's expe- 
dition for the relief of English captives 
at Magdala. Hero again he had ex- 
c'hislvc nuws of a great victory, and 
played his old trick once more, offerlnB 
the' news to a London paper, as the one 
to which it was worth most'. 


The official tidings of tho hattle were 


many hours behind Stanley's accepted 
dispatch, nnd the triumph of private 
enterprise was a long, wavy feather 
in Stanley's cap. 


Soon after this he was sent to Spain 


to write for the Herald accounts of the 
Carlist insurrection. It was from this 
theatre- that he was called when James 
Gordon Bennett cave him the famous 
order. "Find Livingstone." 


Within three months he had gathered 


his expedition about him: two 
white 


men. 
Farquhnr and Shaw: an Aral) 


boy named Solim. born In Jerusalem, 
by the way who served Stanley as in- 
terpreter.

BOY SUSPENDED 


HIS FATHER MAKES CLAIraM 


PREJUDICE. 


• NEEDHAM, May 10-Editor GoorffR W. 
Southworth of the Needham Chronicle 
wilt appear before the Needham school 
committee tomorrow evening to protest 
against the reappointmcnt of Principal 
Haxoia W. Loker of the Needham high 
school, whose term expires in June. 
Mr. 


Southworth claims that the discipline of 
the school has suffered under the regime 
of Principal Loker and that his attitude 
toward certain students has been con- 
trolled by prejudice. 


Mr. Southworth commented on 
this 


state of affairs in his paper Saturday. 
He says he has personally experienced 
this alleged prejudice in the suspension 
of his eon Dana, from school by Prin- 
cipal Ixiker about a week ago. 
Mr. 


Southworth says that the suspension of 
his son is the culmination of an unfair 
discrimination extending over a period 
of about two years. 


Mr. Southworth said yesterday: 
"The Immediate cause 
of my' sou's 


Ruspension appears to have been his re- 
fusal to comply with a request, of 
the 


principal that he obtain from me a sec- 
ond note of excuse relative to certain 
matters concerning which r had already 
sent one note of explanation. 


"Mr. 
Ix)ker doubled the authenticity or 


the first note and demanded that my 
son procure another. 
My 
son volun- 


teered to bring the second note at noon- 
time, but objected to going- out again 
that morning, as it was raining quite 
hard and his clothing- was wet. 
Suspen- 


sion from srhonl followed his refusal." 


Principal Loker declined to be Inter- 


viewed, hut intimated thnt insubordina- 
tion wns the cause of young 
South- 


worth's suspension. 
He proposed him- 


self BB being willing and fully competent 
to defend his action at the proper time. 
Ho said: 
"This is a matter which should 


properly be settled between Mr. South- 
worth, the school committee »nd myself.'*

BOSTON, May- 10.—A most 
brutal 
assault upon an officer of the Noddle 
Isand district police took place a little 
after n o'clock last night

treacherous mines, one of which will lift the biggest warship aiiont out of 
tne water and send her In fragments to the bottom. 


The present war being the most modern and the 
belligerents, especlalfy 


Japan, having adopted nil the latest death dealing machines, the havoc In 
human life in every hard battle where tho forces meet at close range irmnt 
be terrltlc. 


Look at the Russian loss of 3.000 killed !n the battle at tbc 
Yalu 
river, 


where but a small portion of the Russian troops stood to give battle. 
Yet 


that battle was little more than a retreat. Before the end of the war there 
will probably be battles in which more than that number will be killed on 
either Bide, the Russians hnvc been struclt so hard; they nre so enraged nnd 
po humiliated that ihcy will fight to the death rather than retreat much far- 
ther; but the prospect Is thnt they will have the oportunity ns they are not 
quick enough fur the Japs, The hardest of the fighting is yet to come.

Thus their work raises the cost of living and reduces 
the value of labor. Mrs. Thompson sums up her conclusions on the subject 
as follows:

must look in defining ihe principles which should govt-rn

PROKOS A WINNER HORSES RESCUED 


Lowell Greek Put up a 


Fast Bout 


An easy victory was won by James 


Prokos, the Greek wrestler of Lowell, 
over Young Ploude at Montcnlm hall. 
Nashua. Saturday 
evening, 
securing 


two falls In a total of 23 minutes. The 
match was the fastest and the best ex- 
hibition of Grecian wrestling that has 
ever been witnessed in Nashua sport- 
ing circles. 
Both men 
were 
remarkably 
well 


matched and in perfect trim and were 
well trained in the art 
which they 


practiced. Prokos, a. victor over -many 
•wrestlers, by the articles of agreement 
was to throw his oppone'rit twice In an 
hour or forfeit the match. 


The work was confined chiefly to the 


mat and during the bout there was hut 
little sparring of foot work, both men 
lying prone most of the time. I'rokos, 
who is a physical wonder, exhibited 
greater strength than Ploude and was 
the upper man a large part of the 
time. 


Plourte's afrility was his strong point 


and with this he extricated himself 
from many heavy holds of the Greek. 
The superiority of the litter wan clear- 
ly seen in his terrific half Nelson. which 
he employed with the hammer lock at 
intervals during the mat work. 


Twice he. had Ploude 
doing 
head 


spins that demonstrated the wonderful 
strength of the neck muscles. ICneh of 
these spins resulted in the Lowell man 
returning to bl-i feet and the opening 
of n brief Interval of sparring. 


Each of these periods was brought to 


an abrupt clone by Prokos securing a 
leg hold and bringing his opponent lo 
the mat, where the Nelsons would once 
more be piled. After about five min- 
utes of Introductory work, the Greek 
secured a fatal hammer lock on I'loude 
and then with a clever move reversed 
hia body and obtained a scissors and at 
(it the close of eight minutes of wrest- 
ling the Lowel! man was placed 
on 


four points and held there the neces- 
sary three seconds. 
The re-opening of the match was but 


a repetition of that preceding the first 
fall. The half Nelson was used to bet- 
ter advantage In this part 
of

match 
than It. was In the first. 
The 


Greek played the aggressive altogether 
and kept Ploude doing a 
few 
more 


head spins. 
This period lasted by ten minutes

exertion 


Ploude was thrown with a half and

against bitterly for several 
minutes. 


This fall concluded the match nnd pro-
